social, intellectual and religious prog- 
ress The feudal system had fallen 
into anarchy: Christianity had become 
corrupt almost beyond belief; learn 
ing had degenerated into lifeless 
chatter of the school men; the masses 
greaned beneath piiage and oppres- 
sion. The times indeed were out of 
joint. 

In 1453 Constantinople fell and the 


Greek learning so long confined to 
the east sought a refuge under the 
sunny skies of Italy With the re- 
naissance, learning and art became 
the chief interests of life. As Prof. 
Villari acutely; points outymen would 


endure unheard of hardships and dan- 
gers and spend their time, their 
money and even their lives to acquire 
some curious and rare manuscript 
while no one seemed willing to enter 
life or die for liberty and righteous 
ness. Put deep under this mask of 
sensuality, of learning without wis 
dom, of art without righteousness, of | 
presperity without liberty, of religion 
without faith, great living forces were 
at work A noble discontent, which 
is the rarest possession of the human 
mind, had begun to show itself.

Colet, Cranmer, in the realm of relig- | 
jon; Michael Angelo, Leonardo Da) 
Vinci, Correggiao and Raphael in the | 


icalm of art. The new spirit as- 
sumed moral and religious forms | 
among the northern people, artistic 
forms among the warmer blooded 


southerners; while yisions of material 
and political aggrandizement tempted | 
the Spanish and Portuguese to feats 
of daring unparalleled in the realm 
of discovery and war. Thus the world | 
entered, after ‘ong silence and dark- | 
ness upon its greatest era. 

Between the ruling ideas of that 
time and those of the present there 
is a distinct parallel, Then, as now, ' 
men had dazzling visions of vast | 
wealth; then intellectual activity was | 
enormous as it is now; then political | 
development and advance increasingly 
occupied the attention of the people, 
while the masses began to see dimly 
from afar the dawn of liberty, At 
the base of all religious thinking at 
that time was a desire to bring men 
nearer to God; and while the desire of 
the present Christianity is perhaps ex- 
pressed in a desire to bring men 
near to each other, it is only the op- | 
posite side of the same thing. Then, | 
as now, possibilities, opportunities, 
responsibilities almost too great for 
comprehension, rested heavily upon | 
all thinking ones.

must do. This is no time for the 
bickerings and frivolous trivialties of | 
partisan strife. This is the hour for | 
statesmanship, for prophetism, for | 
vision, The eternal forces that move 
the world everywhere are once more 
breaking through the incrusted  sel- 
fishness of ages. Happy the man, as 
and reconcile his life in its ideals and | 
happy the nation, able to discern them 
practice to their inner law.

TELLS HIS PEOPLE ABOUT A TRIP | 


Inte the far North with the indian and | 
Halforeed Commissioners. 


Rey. Father Lacombe at St. Mary's 
Church last night said it had been 
the custom of the government to do 
ali it eould to promote good feeling 
between the white population and the 
Indians and Halfbreeds; eyen from the 
time the French ebgan colonizing the 
shores of the St, Lawrence, 

After the French government 
andoned power in Canada the English 
rule and people came, and they con- 
tinned in the same fashion to try and 
be kind and good to the Indians, and 
so it has been the rule of our neigh- 
bors, the Americans, though he griev- 
ed to say with not so much success. 

He supposed Christianity had been 
a great help to the different govern- 
ments. 

For some 20 years there have been 
treaties made with the Blackfeet at 
Blackfoot Crossing, and so they are 
really and truly Canodian, or British, 
subjects, and they know that and 
understand it. 

Since these 


ab- 


treaties the Indians have 
receievd their annuities and other 
things very year. They have farm 
instructors, and our government has 
always tried to make the Indians sup- 


port themselves; and you have no 
fear now of trouble or rebellion from 
the old owners of the soil. 


All last winter our government in- 


tended to extend the treaties further 

north, since there was a eg ut move- 
ont of tite pepole crossing our 

North West and going further north

CATTLE RANCKING 


Now in Prosperous Condition Says 
Manager Cochrane. 


W. F. Cochrane, manager of the 
Cochrane Ranche Co., who recently 
made a trip with Mra. Cochrane 


through the Kootenay mining dis- 
tricts, spent several hours in the city 
last night, having come up from 
Ciaresholm with a stock train. 

Mr. Cochrane shipped over 500 fat 


steers recently which broyght the 
highest market price. and now has 
fome 1,100 head of cattle (including 


cows) at Claresholm for shipping. 
The Cochrane Ranche has adopted a 
policy which is caleulated to distri- 
bute a large amount of money among 
the farmers and small stockmen of the 


country. Starting last spring by 
putting a large number of young 
stock out with farmers to be cared 


for at a good remuneration, their tn 
tention for the future is to distribute 
all their young stock in this way and 
to pay a stated sum per year which 
while allowing the farmer or small 
stockman a reasonable amount for 
his work and feed, will leave a profit 
for the company. A co-operative 
policy like this is calculated to solve 


the problem of large versus small 
ranchers. 

Mr. Cochrane reports this year’s 
branding eminently satisfactory and 


expects next year’s calf crop to excell 
all previous records. He says there 
is now no doubt that the cattle indus- 
try in Alberta is in a flourishing 
state and on a sound footing.

CANADIAN SUPPLIES 


For the War—A Big Hay Contract 
Let. 


Ottawa, Nov. 11.—The department 
of agriculture has accepted tenders 
for the supply of hay for South Af- 
rica in aceordance with the wishes of 
the Imperial authorities and has closed 
contracts for as much as can be deliv- 
ered between this and the end of the 
year in South Africa. The depart- 
iment hopes that the high commais- 
sioner in London may be able to se- 
cure for Canada an opportunity of 
sharing in the supply of preserved 
mcats, vegetables, flour, oats and fur- 
ther orders for hay. It seems to be 
the desire to take as much from Can- 
ada as the Canadians can supply. 

G. W. McCulloch, of Ottawa, has re- 
ceived from the Imperial government 
a eontract for from three to five 
thousand tons of hay for the use of 
the British in South Africa, The 
hay is to be shipped as part of the 
consignment on board of the steamer 
chartered by the Canadian govern- 
ment to leave Montreal on the 20th of 
November.

A JEALOUS WOMAN 


Down Her Divorced Husband 
and His Second Wife in 
the Streets of Chicago 


Shoots 


Chicago, Nov. 5.—Aug. Weischman, 
a well-known saloon keeper, and his 
wife Rose, were shot and dangerously 
wounded early yesterday by Mrs. 
Leona J. Lay, Wischman's divorced 
wife. ihe shooting occurred at 34th 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, as 
Weischman and his wife were on 
their way home. As they passed the 
Corner the assailant stepped from the 
shadow of a building and fired two 
shots. One of the bullets entered 
Weischman's left breast above the 
heart and the other penetrated the 
right breast of his wife. As her two 
victims fell the wouid-be murderess 
fled, but was ecapluied later by the 
police, 

Mr.and Mrs.Wischmann were taken 
to Mercy hospital, where it was found 
that Weischman was fatally injured. 
Hopes for the recovery of his wife 
are entertained. Mis, Lay was taken 
to the police station by her captors, 
where it is alleged she admitted the 
shooting. She declares she is the 
former wife of Weischman and that 
she was prompted to tbe act by jeal- 
ousy. She said she married Weisch- 
man in Taylorville, lll. 

Weischman is 86 years of age and 
‘uarried Rose a week ago. She is 26 
years old. Five years before the man 
and the woman who shot him were 
divorced, Itis said that she was 
jealous of him and attacked him be- 
fore with a knife because he was at- 
tentive to the Woman whom he mar- 
ried last week. She wounded him in 
several places at that time, it is said, 
but he disarmed her afier a struggle. 


He refused to prosecute her, 

Monday night Mrs. Lay went to 
Weischman'’s house, but finding the 
house dark stationed herself at 34th 
street and Cottage Grove aveune, 
knowing that her intended victims 


would pass there on their way home, 
She stood at the corner nearly two 
hours before she was rewarded by 
by seeing Mr.and Mrs.Weischman ap- 
proach in company with Dr, Dun 
woody and his wife. Weischman was 
walking ahead with his wife and as 
he reached the corner Mrs.Lay rushed 


out and pressed the revolyer close to 
his breast. Before a hand could’ be 
raised in interference the bullet pen 
etrated his body.
